ARMY DELAY COSTS $2,000,000 


Wrecking crews at work on the Port Hunter, the Cunard 
Steamship which was wrecked in Vineyard Sound last Novem- 
ber. The cargo consisted of steel for the French Government, 
valued at $600,000, and U. S. army supplies worth $5,000,000. 
I'he steel is still in the wreck, which sank in twenty-five feet 
of water, and only $3,000,0000 worth of the supplies was saved. 
Testimony seemed to indicate that the other $2,000,000 worth 
had been pilfered during the first two weeks, when the decks 
of the steamer were stili awash. Inexcusable delay in making 
arrangements for salvaging the supplies is charged against the 
officers representing the War Department, and a Congressional 
investigation was ordered. The evidence also showed tha
